1, At the request of Mr. Maury, I reviewed some 250 pages 
of closed- session testimony on Southeast Asia. This executive 
session was held to debate the adoption of the Church Amendment 
which prohibits the use of American ground troops in Laos and 
Thailand without the consent of Congress. There were only ten 
references to CIA in the testimony. All the su bstan tive state - 
ments were by Senator Fulbright.

all the senators present of this commitment and were not critical 
in tone. At one point Senator Fulbright, almost in soliloquy, 
reflects sympathetically that he knows that CIA would really 
rather pursue intelligence operations and not be involved in such 


large-scale paramilitary activity. He concludes that CIA has 
been forced into this action by the National Security Agencyl 
The Senator meant, of course, the National Security Council. I 
indicated the whole passage should remain classified.
